MINISTER AIDING NON-ARYAN 
CHRISTIANS IS JAILED BY NAZIS 


Dr. Heinrich Grueber Put in Con- 
centration Camp Where Nie- 
moeller Is Held. 


BERLIN, Dec. 23 (AP).— Dr. 
Heinrich Grueber, known through- 
out the Protestant world for his 
efforts in behalf of non-Aryan 
Christians, was arrested by secret 
police today and taken to the 
Sachsenhausen-Oranienbyrg  con- 
centration camp,.where the Rev. 
Martin Niemoeller is imprisoned. 

Dr. Grueber conducted a byreau 
through which correspondents all 
over the Reich reported on cases of 
needy Jewish Christians. 

The Gestapo closed his office last 
Friday and searched both his home 
and his office. He was taken on an 
undisclosed charge to the Alexan- 
derplatz, the main police station, 
and thence to the concentration 
camp.

TRAFFIC BLOCKED 
BY FIRE APPARATUS 


50 Employes Walk Out 
Safely—Humane Society 
Called to Rescue Pet 


Monkeys in Basement. 


Fire, which began in a box of cel- 
luloid, caused damage estimated by 
Deputy Fire Chief Robert P. Finne- 
gan at $20,000 today to the Wright 
Specialty Manufacturing Co., which 
occupies a three-story brick build- 
ing at the southwest corner of 
Twenty-first and Pine streets. The 
company makes leather novelties. 

Empolyes of the packing depart- 
ment on the first floor of the build- 


ing reported the box of celluloid 
suddenly burst into flames. The 
fire spread rapidly up the elevator 
shaft. 

Finnegan placed the damage at 
$5000 to the building and $15,000 
to the contents. Three alarms were 
sent in and about 20 pieces of equip- 
ment were used to fight the flames. 
The fire was out two hours after 
the first call had been put in at 
12:40 p. m. 

There were about 50 employes in 
tr: building, but all walked out 
safety and none was injured. Ten 
employes. working on the 
floor came down an outside fire 
escape. 

Flames and dense smoke shot out 
of the roof of the building and 
firemen poured streams of water 
into the third floor and on the 
roof. 

A large crowd gathered to watch 
the fire. Twenty-first street was 
blocked by spectators and fire 
equipment for several blocks. 

The company is owned by Den- 
ver M. Wright, who received con- 
siderable notice some years ago 
when he arranged a liqn hunt with 
some tame circus lions on an island 
in the Mississippi River. 

After the fire had been going 
for about an hour, Wright’s 14- 
year-old son, Jack, remembered 
that he had thre monkeys in a cake 
in the basement. The Humane So- 
ciety was called and Harold Pres- 
ent, one of its agents, waded in 20 
inches of water in the basement to 
release the monkeys. 

The monkeys were wet and ex- 
cited, but not injured. They were 
taken to the Humane Society Shel- 
ter.

Judge Mathews Soothed by Mayor; 
Resignation He Canceled Stands 


Police Judge Frank E. Mathews, 
who is resigning his position as of 
Jan. 1, engaged in a face-saving 
exchange of letters with Mayor 
Bernard F. Dickmann today follow- 
ing the Mayor’s criticism Saturday 
of the “discouraging breakdown in 
traffic enforcement in the city.” 

At 10 a. m. Judge Mathews gave 
reporters a copy of a bitter letter 
to the Mayor in which he withdrew 
his resignation and. called the 
Mayor’s charges “unfair and preju- 
diced.” An hour !ater the Mayor 
sent a note to Judge Mathews say- 
ing he would be “delighted” to have 
him continue as Judge and that 
Mathews had “maintained the dig- 
nity of the court on a very high 
plane.” 

Judge Mathews appeared to 
mollified and immediately rein- 
stated his resignation. Throughout 
the entire diplomatic exchange 


there was no mention of the other 
judge of the Police Courts, James 
F. Nangle, who is also resigning en 
Jan. 1 to be elevated to the Circuit 
bench. 

The Mayor made an oblique ref- 
erence to the reason for breakdown 
in traffic enforcement Saturday 


when he told reporters he felt that 


enforcement of the traffic laws 
had broken down “because it was 
an election year, when everything 
becomes lax.” 

Nangle was a successful candi- 
date for Circuit Judge in the No- 
vember election. He is a brother 
of the Mayor’s good friend, John J. 
Nangle, treasurer of. the Demo- 
cratic State Committee. 

Asked by a Post-Dispatch re- 

-rter whether he had any com- 
ment on the Mayo2’s statement that 
traffic enforcement hac broken 
down, Judge Nang .eplied: “Tl 
let the record speak for itself.” 

In his letter to the Mayor, Judge 
*“athews had said that only 20 out 
of 1652 speeding cases had been 
dismissed by him in the first six 
months of this year, and that for 
the last six months “the percentage 
of those dismisse 1 was even small- 
er.” 

When Judge Mathews gave out 
copies of his letter to the Mayor he 
had with him on the bench Burris 
Schumacher, an Assistant Circuit 
Attorney, who has been appointed 
by the Mayor to succeed him in the 
$5000-a-year job. Judge Nangle will 
be succeeded by Jerome Simon, an

Italian attempt to halt the advance 
toward Valona, less than 30 miles 
farther up the Adriatic coast. 

Victory in the week-long battle 
for this Italian supply base between 
Valona and Porto Edda, it was re- 
ported, came when the Italians 


withdrew to avoid being cut off by 
Greek forces which threatened to 
encircle the town. 

In taking Chimara from picked 
Italian troops holding strongly 
fortified positions, the Greeks 


third'claimed the capture of the 153d 


Battalion of Fascist militia, made 
up of 800 men and 30 officers. 

Great quantities of war material 
were said also to have been taken. 

The Italians were reported to be 
in disorderly flight toward Valona, 
pursued by a Greek motorized col- 
umn. Greek military. sources said 
possession Of Chimara opened the 
way for the counter-invaders to 
advance swiftly toward the Italian- 
held port over a good coastal high- 
way. 


Intense Aerial Activity. 


The British Royal Air Force 
command reported today a big air 
battle Saturday over Argirocastro, 
Greek-held Albanian stronghold, in 
which it said the R. A. F. flyers 
shot down at least eight Italian 
planes and lost only two them- 
selves, although outnumbered more 
than five to one. 

The Italian attack, by 50 fighters, 
it said, came after nine British 
flyers had intercepted fighter-es- 
scorted Italian bomber formations 
over the town, 

The communique also reported 
R. A. F. attacks yesterday on oil 
wells at Kucova, in central Albania, 
and said “all bombs fell in the 
target area” despite Italian aerial 
and ground defense fire. 

There were accounts of intensive 
air activity over the battlefront 
y:sterday. The Greeks and R.A. F. 
units operating with them reported 
shooting down at least 18 Italian 
planes and damaging two others. 


Greeks Skirt Chimara, 


Several hours before the an- 
nouncement of the ca>ture of Chi- 
mara, the Greeks had _ reported 
skirting the town and said their 
troops were fighting forward 
toward Valona.

Only “a few points on the east 


coast” were raided, the Govern- 
ment said, and there was “little 
damage and very few casualties.” 
| It was indicated that casualties 
‘in last night’s attack on Manches- 
iter were heavy. Rescue parties 
still were working to free persons 
trapped under debris. 

Heavy bombs hit two public air 
raid shelters, one of which housed 
almost 500 persons. Bombs also 
wrecked a moving picture theater 
and set fires to scores of buildings. 
T-iicl smoke still hung over the 
city today. 

A communique said that “full re- 
parts as to casualties are not yet 
available but it is known that a 
number of people were killed and 
many others inju~ed.” 

Reports from Manchester, a city 
of 766,000 population, said the Ger- 
man bombers hammered throughout 
the night. The raid on the most 
densely populated section of Eng- 
land started in the early evening 
when streets were crowded. 

Wide Area Bombed. 

Wave after wave of bombers ap- 
proached from the south and spread 
fanwise over c« wide area. The first 
wave dropped flares. Incendiary 
bombs follow 1 and then high ex- 
plosive bombs. 

Some fires cast a deep red glow 
visible for miles, but the flames 
were under control this morning. 

Sixty persons were trapped at 
one of two hotels hit, but a num- 
ber’of them had been released by 
daylight. 

The Government eaflier had 
identified the main target of the 
night assault only as a northwest 
English city. 

Two Alarms in London. 

The raiders al » \ ere active over 
many other parts of England and 
London had two alarms. A famous 
old naval inn was smashed in a 
south coast town and one of the 
town’s oldest mansions and a big 
motion picture theater were set 
on fire. 

Britons had a virtual rest from 
bombing during the daylight hours 
yesterday after the Germans had 
delivered smashing blows at the 
great port of Liverpool on Friday 
and Saturday nights.

LONDON, Dec. 23 (AP).—British 
bombers dropped thousands of in- 
cendiaries and some “very heavy” 
explosives on the Southwest Ger- 
man industrial center of Mannheim 
last night, the Air Ministry news 
service reported today, in the sev- 
enth raid on that Rhine River port 
this month. 
The news service said most of 
the damage done was near the 
main railway station, a junction 
for traffic to France, but that in 
Ludwigshafen, just across’ the 
Rhine, there were “spreading 
wastes of flames.” 
The Air Ministry said it had 
learned from other sources’ the 
British raids had forced the Ger- 
mans to divert rail traffic to

Secretaries’ Offices Also 
Regarded as Unsafe After 
Second Recent Attack. 


LONDON, Dec. 23 (AP).—One of 
the most ancient and architectural- 
ly beautiful parts of the houses of 
Parliament has been reduced to a 
heap of twisted girder and masonry 
by a German bomb which fell in the 
Cloister. Court. 

The Public Bills Office on the 
east side, the Votes Office on the 
south side and the old members’ 
staircase leading to the inner lob- 
by were destroyed. A pile of rub- 
ble containing broken bookcases and 
torn papers looks as if it had been 
poured down a chute from the near- 
by stately center tower. 

This was the only part of the 
building to receive a direct hit in 
two recent Nazi raids, but the mem- 
bers’ cloakroom, secretaries’ offices 
and the inner lobby were regarded 
as unsafe as a result of the blast. 

John Chambers, physician to 
Henry VII, built the cloisters at his 
own expense, incorporating in them 
part of the older cloisters of Rich- 
ard II, 

The hoary, gray stone walls of 
the small courtyard were dented by 
flying debris, and some windows 
were broken. 

The bomb just missed Westmin- 
ster Hall, which has epitomized 
English history almost from the 
time of the Norman conquest. 

Evidence of damage in the first 
Nazi raid still is visible. Twisted 
bits of iron window frame and 
broken giass are piled around the 
vast window space filled with iron 
scaffolding. Directly under the win- 
dow, a statue commemorating mem- 
bers who died in the last war stands 
headless and footless as a result of 
the bombing.

Tonight I speak to the Italian 
people and I speak to you from 
London, the heart of the British 
Islands and of the British com- 
monwealth and empire. I speak to 
you in what the diplomatists call 
words of great truth and respect. 
We are at war—that is a very 
strange and terrible thought. Who- 
ever imagined until the last few 
melancholy years that the British 
and Italian nations would be try- 
ing to destroy one another? 

We have always been friends. We 
were the champions of the Italian 
risorgimento. We were the part-

GRAZIANI BLAMES

Tells Mussolini Failure of 
Equipment to Arrive 
Gave British Jump on 
Italians in Egypt. 


ROME, Dec. 23 (AP).—Marshal 
Rodolfo Graziani explains Italian 
reverses in Egypt and Libya as due 
to the failure of tanks and armored 
cars to reach him from Italy, thus 
preventing his forces from getting 
the jump on the British. He re- 
fuses, however, to concede defeat 
in North Africa. 

The Fascist North African com- 
mander, in a detailed report laid 
before Premier Mussolini yesterday, 


asserted Italian troops under Gen. 
Annibale Bergonzoli at Bardia were 
determined to fight to the end. 

He attributed the Italian retreat 
from Egypt to the “crushing su- 
periority” of British armored forces 
and added that his army was out- 
numbered. 

Tanks and other mechanized 
equipment were supposed to arrive 
from Italy early in December and 
the Fascist fighters were poised for 
an attack ordered by Mussolini, 
which was to have carried them, 
according to battle plans, past 
Mersa Matruh to the Nile and the 
Suez Canal. The equipment, how- 
ever, did not arrive, Graziani said.

“Now that I have taken up my of- 
fice as Prime Minister and Minister 
of Defense, I look back to our 
r.eetings in Rome and feel a desire 
to speak words of good will to you 
as chief of the Italian nation, across 
what seems to be a swiftly widening 
gulf. Is it too late to stop a river 
of blood from flowing between the 
British and Italian people? 

“We can, no doubt, inflict griev-

Disliked by Russia. 

The Russians regarded Halifax 
and Chamberlain as foes of a Brit- 
ish-Russian rapprochement. 

It is understood here that they 
regard Eden as possessing a bet- 
ter understanding of Russia and 
more fealistic vews as to the ad- 
vantages of trade and other agree- 
ments between Russia and Britain. 

Eden's post as Secretary of War 
goes to Capt. David Margesson, 50, 
chief Government whip in Com- 
mons, a post he has held since 1931. 

Additional Cabinet changes were 
expected by some observers, includ- 
ing possible appointment of World 
War Premier David Liloyd George 
to the Government. 

Schooled at Eton and Oxford 
and tested in the colonial adminis- 
tration, Halifax first came into the 
world limelight as the British Vice- 
roy in India from 1926-31, when 
he held down the lid while India’s 
millions seethed through the civil 
disobedience campaign. 

Stanley Baldwin, the “abdication 
Premier,” then intrusted him with 
the leadership of the House of 
Lords. 

Conferred With Hitler. 

When British policy underwent 
its shift td so-called appeasement 
during the winter of 1937-38, it was 
Halifax who laid the ground work 
for a direct contact with Hitler. 

In November, 1937, while Eden 
still was Foreign Secretary, Hali- 
fax visited Germany for a talk 
with the Fuehrer. On Nov. 17 he 
was closeted with Hitler at the 
Berchtesgaden retreat. 

Eight days later Chamberlain 
acknowledged the  semi-official 
character of the visit with the state- 
ment in Commons that the talks 
were “of a confidential charac- 
ter. 

The succession of Lord Halifax to 
the post left vacant by the death 
of Lord Lothian removes the last 
great figure in the London Gov- 
ernment associated with Chamber- 
lain in the appeasement policy. 

The appointment of Bargesson to 
succeed Eden in the War Office 
cams as something of a surprise. 

During the World War he mar- 
ried Frances Leggett, daughter of 
the late Francis H. Leggett of 
New York, but was granted a con- 
ditional divorce decree last sum- 
mer. 

The Daily Mail predicted that Sir 
Gerald Campbell, British Consul 
General in New York from 1931 
to 1938 and since then High Com- 
missioner in Canada, would be ap- 
pointed Minister to Washington to 
relieve Halifax of detail work. 

King George VI raised Viscount 
Cranborne to the peerage in his 
own right to act as spokesman for 
the Foreign Office in the House of 
Lords. He will continue as Do- 
minions Secretary. Until now Crans- 
borne has held only a courtesy 
title as a son of a Marquess. 

Margesson, who, like Eden, took 
his oath of office today, until a few 
nights ago had paced the terrace 
at the Houses of Parliament as a 
private in the Palace of Westmin- 
‘ster Company of the Home Guard. 
Now, as Secretary of State for War, 
he has Generals waiting on his 
doorstep. *

EDEN IN FAREWELL TELLS 
ARMY IT WILL HAVE ‘FINAL 
RECKONING WITH HITLER’ 


LONDON, Dec. 23 (AP). 


NTHONY EDEN, Britain’s 
Av Foreign Secretary, told 

the army today in his fare- 
well letter as War Secretary 
that “our military power now 
expands apace” and reminded it 
that the army would play a “de- 
cisive” part in the “final reck- 
oning with Hitler.” 

Eden declared the British vic- 
tory in Egypt was “the first re- 
ward of much patient effort, no 
less than of dash and daring.” 

The army’s “quality to com- 
Mand success” was proved in 
Africa, he said, “as one day it 
will be proved in Europe. 

“Much remains to be done. 
More tanks, more guns, more 
weapons of every kind—these 
are our need in December, as 
they were our need in June” 


Churchill “Rid Himself of Halifax,” 
Berlin Sources Say. 

BERLIN, Dec. 23 (AP).—Official 
German comment on Anthony 
Eden’s appointment as British For- 
eign Secretary was wanting today, 
but authorized sources asserted it 
was “interesting to note how 
Churchill managed to rid himself 
of Halifax.” 

One authorized commentator said 
“Churchill has found in Eden a 
Man who corresponds to his own 
policy of adventure.” In the Ger- 
man mind, he said, Churchill, Eden 
and Alfred Duff Cooper, British 
Minister of Information, formed the 
triumvirate chiefly responsible for 
the war.

The royal crown appears on the 
exterior of cards of King George 
VI and Queen Elizabeth while a 
previously unpublished photograph 
showing their majesties surveying 
bomb damage to Buckingham Pal- 
ace is on the inside. 

Queen Mother Mary’s card shows 
an old English thatched cottage in 
a peaceful setting. The title is: 
“There'll always be an England.”

Says He and Committee 
Are Against Repeal of 
Johnson Act, Convoying 


NEW YORK, Dec. 23 (AP) .— 
William Allen White, Kansas news- 
paper editor and chai.man of the 


Committee to Defend America by 
Aiding the Allies, said in a state- 
ment copyrighted by the Scripps- 
Howard Newspaper Alliance today 
that his only reason for being a 
member of the group was “to keep 
this country out of war.” 

“Any organization that is for 
war is certainly playing Hitler’s 
game” he said, in respons to an 
inquiry by Roy W. Howard, editor 
of the New York World-Telegram. 

White, expressed opposition to 
repeal of the Johnson Act which 
bars loans to debt-defaulting na- 
tions, and said it was “not true 
even remotely that we favor re- 
pealing of that portion of the neu- 
trality law which forbids Ameri- 
cau ships to carry contraband into 
the war zones. 

He said if he were making a 
motto for the committee, it would 
be “The Yanks are not coming,” 
and added, “we could not equip 
them, transport them and feed 
them if they went.” 

He also asserted that any pro- 
posal to send convoys with Brit- 
ish ships “or our own ships” was 
a “silly thing, for convoys, unless 
you shoot, are confetti and it’s 
not time to shoot now or ever.” 

“I have sat in all our executive 
councils all our policy-making com- 
mittees,” White continued, “and I 
hav~ never heard war a: an alter- 
native objective seriou7l-- discussed 
by any official group of our organ- 
ization at any time.” 

Full-page advertisements in 50 
newspapers throughout the nation 
appeared today as part of the “last 
ditch fight” of the No Foreign War 
Committee to help keep the United 
States out of the European con- 
flict, 

Committee Chairman Verne Mar- 
shall, editor of the Cedar Rapids 
(Ia.) Gazette, said yesterday his 
newspaper would defray the $41,000 
cost of the advertisements, which 
Call for assistance for the commit- 
tee in its efforts to “prevent tac 
interventionists of 1940 from brins- 
ing upon the world a calamity such 
as it never has known before, by 
dragging the greatest nation of 
them all down to the wreckage 
which inevitably follows total war.”

siasm for Army Life, Its Food and 
Even the Discipline. 


Most of the 145 St. Louis youths 
who went away to army camps 
three weeks ago for a year’s train- 
ing under the Selective Service 
Act were back home in their new 


uniforms today on Christmas fur- 
loughs. Leaves began Saturday 
noon and will end Thursday morn- 
ing at reveille. 

They expressed keen enthusiasm 
for the regimen of army life in 
discussing their experiences with a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. The out- 
door life, the food, and the disci- 
pline all won hearty approval. 
Many had taken on extra pounds 
and they were grateful for the new 
sense of sturdiness they had gained. 

Typical in his enthusiasm was 
Robert Heathmann, who has been 
asisgned to the Mounted Field Ar- 
tillery school at Fort Riley, Kan. 
For 12 years he was an office clerk, 
and now he is grooming horses and 
taking howitzers apart—tasks he 
prefers to “pushing a pencil all 
day,” he told the reporter. He is 
25 years old and lives at 5411 Idaho 
avenue, 

He is proud of the .45 caliber au- 
tomatic he carries on his hip, his 
heavy cavalryman’s boots, his abil- 
ity to hitch tp a team of horses, 
serve a French 75 and install a 
field telephone. 

“I’ve gained about eight ponuds 
and I feel fit as a fiddle,” he said. 
“At camp we learn regular habits. 
We get up at 6 o’clock—and I 
mean promptly at 6—and when we 
turn in at 9:30 at night after a 
hard day’s training we sleep hard.” 

He said he was grateful to find 
that top sergeants were not as hard- 
boiled as they were reputed to be. 
“They don’t nag you—they give you 
all the help they can,” he said. “The 
officers try to find out what branch 
of training you like and what you're 


best fitted for, then they fix you 
up. And they don’t put you on 
kitchen police for punishment any 
more—we take turns and there's 
no hard feeling.” 

No less enthusiastic is Marvin 
Carl Henrie, who was an electric 
service man before he went to Fort 
Crook, Neb.; where he is studying 
for the Signal Corps. Hiking and 
drilling goes on in the five-below 
temperatures, he said, “but no one 
grouses, because the cold fills you 
with zest.” In classes he is study- 
ing general orders, chemical war- 
fare, first aid, communications and 
care of firearms. He is 23 years 
old and lives at 3827 Vest avenue. 

Camp routine, he said, begins 
with reveille at 6 o'clock, followed 
by ~ hearty breakfast, inspection, 
a five-mile hike, classes, and din- 
ner at 11:30. In the afternoon, 
there is drill, more classes, and 
“retreat” at 5 o’clock, followed by 
the evening meal. “Lights out” is 
sounded at 9 o’clock. Men who go

Total of 41,000 Tons in 
Week Ended Dec. 15, 


Compared With Weekly 
Average of 62,000 Tons. 


LONDON, Dec. 23 (AP;’—A to- 
tal of 41,476 tons of merchant ship- 
ping was sunt by “: .emy action” 
during the week ending Dec. 15, 
the Admiralty reported today. This 
was @ decrease from the weekly 
average of 62,867 tons. 


An authoritative source said “you 
camot take it from this that the 
danger to shipping from air, sur- 
face and undersea raiders has 
passed,” but he said the December 
weekly average of losses of mer- 
chantmen based on figures to Dec. 
16 was 71,000 tons, the lowest in 
the last six months. 


Of shipping reported sunk in the 
week ended Dec. 15, the Admiralty 
said five vessels totaling 30,830 tons 
were British -nd two totaling 10,- 
646 i\ons were allied. No neutral 
ships were reported lost. 

It said that its total of 41,476 
tons compared with German claims 
of having sunk 82,450 tons during 
the week. 

The Admiralty announced last 
night the apparent loss of the 
640-ton submarine Ewordfish. It is 
long overdue. 

The Swordfish, for which a 670- 
ton class of British submarines is 
named, usually carried 40 men. 
The craft cost about $1,000,000. 
In February, 1937, it struck bottom 
making a deep dive off Portland 
Bill and lost a piece of secret 
mechanism so important that div- 
ers went down to retrieve it. 

Lieut. M. A. Langley, its skipper, 
recently received the Distinguished 
Service Cross for “courage, enter- 
prise and resource during success- 
ful patrols by His Majesty’s subma- 
rines.” 

Meanwhile, one observer ex- 
pressed the opinion that the in- 
creasing force of Britain’s blows 
against Germany from the air and 
against Italv from the air, sea and 
land seemingly gave Germany only 
two alternatives. 

1. Invasion of England before 
Britain’s sinews of war had been 
strengthened fully by home and 
ing flow of materials from the 
United States;

SPANISH LOYALISTS’ PLANE 
MOTORS SOLD TO BRITAIN 


Engines Had Been Stored in Han- 
gars of Mexican Air 
Force.

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THE NEXT RELIEF APPROPRIATION. 
Ten years after the depression broke with full force 
on the country, the Missouri Legislature has still to 
assume responsibility for adequate relief. 
Dramatic evidence of that is the State Social Se- 
‘curity Commission’s preliminary request for $79,- 
816,267 of State and Federal money for the 1941-42 
biennium. This is $26,617,952 more than was expended 
during the two-year period now drawing to a close. 
Even when it is considered that about $34,000,000 
of the requested amount will come from Washing- 
ton, the sum is high. The State’s revenues for the 
present biennium are estimated at only about $85,- 
000,000. If that were taken as a very rough esti- 
mate of the income the next two years may be ex- 
pected to produce, then more than half of it would 
have to be earmarked for relief. It takes little imag- 
ination to see the legislators bridling. : 

As Gov. Stark did before him, Gov. Donnell will, 
no doubt, attempt a downward revision of the re- 
quest. Legislators will be ready and eager to slash 
right and left. However, their last experience in 
playing fast and loose with misery should give them 
pause. It meant a special session and a supple- 
mentary appropriation of $1,500,000 and, even then, 
bitter suffering for thousands of citizens. 

The victims were those most in need of help, 
the people dependent on direct relief. Out of $52,- 
000,000 appropriated, they got only about $8,000,000. 
The results were sketched on this page on Dec. 165. 
Now it looks as if they are again to be the 
victims. For their needs, the commission has asked 
only $7,320,000—a cut of almost $700,000. It is, of 
course, possible that the relief rolls will be short- 
ened by a sharp rise in employment as a result of 
the defense program. However, it should be remem- 
bered that the 1939 appropriation and supplementary 
grant of 1940 met only about half the need. 

Jefferson City may be tight-fisted where direct 
relief is concerned because this is a total charge 
against the State Treasury. In this category there is 
no matching of State appropriations with Federal 
dollars. It is, of course, much easier to be gen- 
erous with money from Washington. 

But there is a more potent reason, too. The relief 
rolls do not present nearly as attractive a roster of 
“cultivatable” voters as do the old-age pension rolls. 
The politicos—with their “Dear Pensioner” letters— 
have come to love those grants to the aged. 

Yet if there is one item in the Social Security 
Commission’s list that can stand trimming and par- 
ing, it is this one. For the next biennium, the 
commission has requested almost $52,000,000 as 
against $35,000,000 used in 1939-40. It expects to 
have 112,750 pensioners on the rolls next month, 
and 131,000 by December, 1942, boom or no boom. 
This in spite of repeated promises from Gov. 
Stark and George Haworth, Social Security Commis- 
sion director, to weed the chiselers out of the pen- 
sion lists. The State was up in arms about these 
rolls before the names had reached 70,000. Even 
then it was shown that Boone County, for ex- 
ample, had more pensioners than persons who had 
reached the erstwhile eligibility age of 70. 
Pensioners are now getting a little less than $15 
a month per person—more than the $13.50 per 
month per family average for those on relief. If the 
present request is granted, they will get an average of 
$17 a month. That’s little enough where there is need. 
However, $204 a year for a vote is a price that the 
most open-handed river-ward boss never dreamed of. 
There should be, there must be, a thorough clean- 
ing out of these pension lists, It is the waste here 
that makes it so difficult to provide adequately for 
the families on relief. But there can be a clean- 
out only if the commission is given an adequate 
personnel for the job. At present it is hopelessly 
under-staffed. Relief applicants must wait weeks for 
help, because the case workers must not only check 
and re-check these applications, but also handle the 
certification of WPA workers, enrollments in CCC 
camps, and now the distribution of food stamps. Al- 
ready Missouri has lost more than one Federal grant 
because of its woeful welfare administration. 
About three and a half millions were available 
for personnel under the 1939-40 appropriations. The 
commission is now asking for about six millions— 
part of this money to come from Washington. Only 
arrant stupidity would suggest serious retrench- 
ment here. Proper administration is the only real 
assurance of economy and efficiency. Only when 
case loads become reasonable can the unworthy be 
stricken from the rolls. Only then can Missouri ex- 
pect the full co-operation of the Federal Government, 
and only then will aid be brought quickly and gener- 
ously to those who really need it. 
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OUR AID CAN BE MORE EFFECTIVE. 
Virginio Gayda, the semi-official Fascist editor, 
writes in La Voce d'Italia to the effect that any at- 
tempt by the United States to participate in a trans- 
fer of American-harbored “enemy” vessels, as Shipping 
Minister Cross called them, to Britain would produce 
complications with the Rome-Berlin-Tokyo Axis. 
Editor Gayda’s observation does not alter the sit- 
uation one way or the other. He simply follows in 
the wake of the spokesman of the German Foreign 
Office, who announced the official Nazi reaction 
Saturday. The fact is that the United States could 
not seize or assist the British in acquiring these ships 
in our waters without committing an act of war 
against the nations whose flags they fly. 
Americans may wish that the British had these 
ships; they may hope that the British navy can 
overtake them on the seas. But our aid to Britain 
needs to be of another and, we are convinced, more 
effective kind. 
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“THIS SIDE OF PARADISE.” 

' The news from Hollywood of the death of F. Scott 
Fitzgerald is alinost enough to make one believe in 
reincarnation. We had, most of us, all but forgot- 
ten his books—“This Side of Paradise,” “The Great 
Gatsby,” “Tales of the Jazz Age” and the rest of 
them—just as we had almost forgotten the short, 
waistiess dresses of the flapper, the shock of bobbed 
hair and cigarettes for women, the exertions of the 
Charleston and the closing of the speakeasy door. 
How long ago, how far away in time that all 
seems now! The sad young men who came back 
from another war at loose ends and found surcease 
in teverish merriment! The disillusion that was 
drowned in bat-tub gin! The rebellion against the 
conventional gods with the feet of clay! How hard 
it is to realize that there, 20 years ago, were we! 

The sad young men grew up. They soared with 
the ticker tape of the '20s and they went through the 
wringer ofthe "30s. They sobered up—a whole na- 
tion of them. They began to hope again. They be- 
came fathers and voters, They found new responsi- 


again turned their eyes toward Europe and the sword 
they had so finally laid aside. 

The Fitzgerald generation rode fast and far in 
time’s winged chariot. The man who did its por- 
traits became a forgotten writer. “Whoopee” be- 
came a forgotten word, But the generation still finds 
itself “This Side of Paradise” 
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_ LORD HALIFAX TO WASHINGTON. 

Lord Halifax, the new British Ambassador to the 
United States, is a man decidedly in contrast with 
his predecessor, the late Lord Lothian. His record 
and the criticism it has received from many Ameri- 
can observers may be a handicap to the new envoy 
in establishing himself on the friendly and accepted 
footing that the previous Ambassador enjoyed, but 
there can be no questioning Lord Halifax's ability, 
his devotion to his country or his sincerity. 

An Ambassador who had no connection with the 
now discredited Chamberlain policies would doubt- 
less have been received in America as more truly 
representative of the present embattled British Gov- 
ernment. Halifax, however, is the choice of that 
Government for the important Washington post, and 
if Winston Churchill has enough confidence in him 
to entrust him with its grave responsibilities, then 
American opinion has no sound or becoming basis 
for questioning the choice. 

It was the hope of Lorg Halifax, as of millions 
more in both hemispheres, that the present European 
war might be averted. In the methods by which he 
sought to avert it, developments have shown, he made 
the error of misjudging the motives of the dictators, 
and of considering their promises valid. 

Halifax is a man of high conscientious scruples 
and of intense religious feeling, even mysticism, his 
most severe critics concede. He sincerely believed 
that the methods now stigmatized as “appeasement” 
would save the world from the horrors of war. By 
similar negotiations and concessions, Halifax (as 
Lord Irwin, Viceroy of India) had averted disaster 
in one of India’s most crucial periods, and had won 
the respect and trust of that resourceful opponent of 
British rule, Mahatma Gandhi. It was not until 
Hitler in March, 1939, annexed what was left of 
Czecho-Slovakia after Munich that Lord Halifax re- 
alized the error of his policy. 

Winston Churchill knows the Halifax record more 

intimately than any American can know it. The 
Prime Minister was for years a persistent and em- 
phatic critic of the policies for which Halifax stood. 
His present selection for the post by Churchill’s 
Government is the best indorsement Halifax can 
have in American opinion. And, considering the re- 
spect Americans have for Churchill and his remark- 
able achievements, it is a strong testimonial. 
Any momentary surprise our people may feel over 
the appointment cannot be allowed to interfere with 
the very considerable aid now going from this coun- 
try to England, nor, on the other hand, can Hali- 
fax’s eloquent pleas for the British causé in the 
months ahead be permitted to sway America’s de- 
termination to keep out of the war. 
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A NOTABLE PARDON RECORD. 
Occasional, perhaps too frequent, abuse of the 
power of pardon and parole does not cancel out the 
great social value of this now accepted means for 
returning offenders to normal lives in society. 
Figures just released by the Department of Jus- 
tice show this clearly. In the first Roosevelt ad- 
ministration and slightly more than half of the sec- 
ond, 1555 Federal prisoners have been beneficiaries 
of executive clemency. Of these, only 87, or 5.5 per 
cent, now have subsequent criminal records. Only 
two of the 84 who were granted full pardons 
breached the law again, and only 3 per cent of the 
985 whose civil rights were restored. 
The fault obviously is not with pardon and parole, 
but unwise use of clemency. If Governors and state 
boards would exercise their authority as carefully 
as the Federal Government does, little complaint 
could be raised against the pardoning power. 
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There’s talk of Norway substituting whale bacon 
for pork bacon. That must be as hard to swallow as 
some of the products of Herr Goebbels’ creative 
genius. 
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NELSON OF MISSOURI. 
President Roosevelt’s creation of the OPMD—Of- 
fice for Production Management for Defense—not 
only presents the nation with its No. 1 agency for 
the months and years ahead, but it also stresses 
the role of the factory man in the preparedness 
program. It makes Mr. Knudsen, the industrial rep- 
resentative, and Mr. Hillman, the labor represent- 
ative, together with the War and Navy secretaries, 
just about the most important men in Washington. 
But there is another side to the defense effort— 
purchasing. Manufacturing and buying, it is true, 
are intertwined, but so far rearmament has been 
to a considerable extent a matter of buying. One 
Washington correspondent estimates that it accounts 
for 10 billions of the appropriations so far allocated. 
And that brings into the limelight Donald M. 
Nelson of Sears, Roebuck, a native of Hannibal 
and a graduate of the University of Missouri. Nel- 
son, who serves the NDAC as co-ordinator of defense 
purchasing, goes to the OPMD in a similar capacity. 
When it is recalled that the injection of two bil- 
lion dollars into the nation’s purchasing power by 
means of the soldiers’ bonus gave the price structure 
the jitters, the man’s capability can be appreciated. 
He has allocated about five times as much without 
causing more than a slight tremor. Some form of 
price control or limited inflation may be ahead, but 
the spending of 10 billions without creating the need 
for one or the other is no slight accomplishment. 
An indication of Nelson’s method is given by 
Jonathan Mitchell in a recent issue of the New Re- 
public. When the draft bill was passed last August, 
‘the army began a clamor for great supplies of woolen 
garments. Had huge orders been placed during the 
busiest season of the woolens manufacturers, prices 
certainly would have soared. Nelson, therefore, per- 
suaded the army to acquire woolens on an almost 
hand-to-mouth basis. Knowing that, at the same 
time, the civilian cotton clothing industry was in its 
dull season, he was able to place great orders for 
warm-weather uniforms very advantageously. 
Washington knows of many another example of 
Nelson’s commonsense methods. Working 15 hours 
a day. he simply makes haste slowly. And he seems 
always to have materials and supplies ready when 
needed—and at a price.

HE United States is building up an ad- 
mirable defense—for protection against 
Indian uprisings and for the satisfac- 
tion of assorted local pressure groups. 
We have scores of army posts that are 
not only useless but would be a positive 
detriment in the event of a war. We are 
building, and have in recent months built, 
naval ships that cannot be sent on a mis- 
sion in rough waters, because they would 
be blown over by a heavy breeze. We are 
handicapping the development of our air 
forces by split authority and by constant 
bickering between the services. 
I want to limit myself largely to one 
aspect of the costly and dangerous situa- 
tion: the aspect of politics, pork and patron- 
age as barriers to intelligent national de- 
fense expenditure. 
Recently a congressional committee, rep- 
resenting the Military Affairs Committees 
of the Senate and House, made a 25,000-mile 
tour by air to inspect and study the army’s 
equipment. I returned from that trip 
deeply concerned for the fate of this nation, 
if ever it has to make a real defense of its 
borders. Along with this concern, I brought 
back frightening requests for the improve- 
ment of posts which we visited. These re- 
quests reached the astonishing total of bil- 
lions of dollars. If granted, they would pro- 
vide swimming pools, post exchanges, 
athletic fields and other embellishments for 
an army of at least 5,000,000 men. 

7 * 7. 
Some of these requests were made in for- 
mal compilations by commanding officers 
of the various forts. The greater number, 
however, were proffered by chambers of 
commerce, real estate dealers and other 
earnest citizens apparently convinced that 
the way to protect America is to spend mil- 
lions to boost trade in their areas. 
We now have approximately 125 army 
camps and posts scattered throughout the 
country. Any real defense program would 
cut them to a score or less and would build 
up and operate that score to meet the real 
urgencies of real military situations. Most 
of our camps and forts originated in the 
distant past, to keep the Indians in subju- 
gation, They are unrelated to modern 
needs. But attempts to do away with any 
of them meet frenzied opposition by those 
whose local interest would be affected. 
As an example of waste that results di- 
rectly from local domination of our defense 
expenditures, and the lack of correlation 
that follows, I point to the spring army 
maneuvers scheduled in the vicinity of Fort 
Benning, Ga. The War Department decided 
that because of world conditions our mili- 
tary force should indulge in large-scale 
maneuvers this year. (Incidentally, last 
year’s maneuvers, held in the North, proved 
to be a.total failure.) When plans for this

is also, as an important factor, the histori- 
cal circumstance that the army and navy, 
instead of working co-operatively, are mu- 
tually antagonistic. One will brook no in- 
terference from the other in what it consid- 
ers its special domain. 

One of the stops on our inspection tour 
was at San Diego, Cal. The party was 
traveling in three army planes. The navy 
landing field was in excellent condition. 
The army field nearby is under construc- 
tion and at the time we approached was 
largely under water, making a landing in 
the big planes extremely hazardous. Yet 
this congressional committee was not per- 
mitted to land in the safe naval field. 

No one has estimated how much has been 
wasted by the refusal of the two services 
to use property jointly when such joint 
use would be feasible and practical. We 
remember the occasion during the World 
War when the army got around to equip- 
ping its fighting forces only to find that 
the navy had cornered the market on a 
large number of necessary supplies. 

Duplication of facilities exists right in 
the national capital; we have army and 
navy air fields adjoining, each refusing to 
have anything to do with the other. 

* * * 

The navy muddle on defense plans is as 
serious as that of the army. Anyone in 
doubt that the pork barrel figures in the 
sea and shore program of the navy can 
have his doubts resolved by trying to abol- 
ish a naval station, no matter how obso- 
lete. The operation of unwisely located 
naval stations is wasting millions of dollars 
every year. There are annual drives to lure 
the fleet into particular waters, not in order 
that it may be better trained or better 
based, but in order that the port city may 
thrive for a time. 

Here again Washington figures in the 
picture. Many years ago, when ships were 
all of comparatively shallow draft and when 
the Potomac River meant something in the 
way of shipping, the Washington Navy 
Yard was constructed. Today scarcely any 
ship larger than a rowboat can navigate 
the Potomac, but the Navy Yard remains. 

These facts, and a mountain of additional 
facts present a true indictment of our pres- 
ent haphazard system and emphasize the 
need for the formation of a sound and ef- 
fective program of national defense. The 
studies which I have made have convinced 
me that America can save millions of dol- 
lars every year, and at the same time obtain 
greater protection, if we divorce the na- 
tional defense from politics and pork bar- 
rel influences.

Sec- 
ond, a powerful faction in the ad- 
ministration, nervously fearful lest 
“the business men move in on the 
Government,” had been energeti- 
cally supporting labor’s demands. 
No doubt leading members of this 
New Deal group had something to 
say to the President in the interval 
between the first and second White 
House meeting. At any rate, at 
the second meeting, Knudsen was 
made director, but Hillman was 
also named associate director, of 
the four-man council. 
Some of the more nervous busi- 
ness men in the Defense Commis- 
sion are disturbed by Hillman’s ele- 
vation, but Knudsen has not much 
less reason for satisfaction with 
the four-man council than with the 
three. It was vitally necessary, in 
any case, to have an effective labor 
division of the defense organiza- 
tion, which Hillman can now pro- 
ceed to build. And if Hillman at- 
tempts to use his position to inter- 
fere with production problems out- 
side the labor field, or to press 
labor’s desires at the expense of 
vital production, then he will find 
himself confronted with a _ solid 
front of his three colleagues. So

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23. 
HORTLY after the first White 
House conference on reorgan- 
ization of the defense set-up, 
one of William 8S. Knudsen’s asso- 
ciates asked the burly, quiet-spok- 
en defense production chief wheth- 
er the President was following his 
recommendations... Knudsen’s reply 
was a simple, unqualified “Yes.” 
The question of labor’s role in 
the defense picture had been left 
unsettled, however, at the initial 
meeting at which the top men of 
the War and Navy Departments 
obtained the President’s consent to 
immediate action. plan for a 
three-man supreme defense council, 
composed of Knudsen, Secretary of 
War Henry Stimson and Secretary 
of the Navy Frank Knox, had been 
tentatively adopted. But it had 
been left open whether a labor rep- 
resentative would be made co-equal 
with Knudsen and the two secre- 
taries or whether labor would be 
subordinated in the defense organ- 
ization to the council of three. 

At another meeting at the White 
House on Friday, the first alterna- 
tive was adopted. Defense Com- 
missioner Sidney Hillman was add- 
ed to the council of three, and the 
quartet was given final authority 
over the defense program under a 
forgotten provision of the first 
reorganization act. The question 
now is whether the final arrange- 
ment will be as satisfactory as the 
one first proposed. The most con- 
vincing (and encouraging) answer 
is to be found in the background 
of this vitally important event. 

Among the individuals who vol- 
unteered or were asked to submit 
memoranda on improvements in 
the defense setup for the President 
to study on his vacation cruise, 
Secretaries Stimson and Knox, and 
their henchmen, Under-Secretaries 
of War and Navy Robert Patter- 
son and James Forrestal, deserve 
particularly high marks. If the 
defense authority was to be con- 
solidated, as has now at long last 
been done, it had to be consolidat- 
ed at the expense of the War and 
Navy Departments. For the basic

87-year-old institution operated by 
the Sisters of Charity of St. Vin- 
me cent de Paul, will be discontinued 
rian/Jan. 1 and the vacated quarters 
used for enlargement of their 
homes for foundlings and for 
widows, the Post-Dispatch learned 
today. 

The decision to abandon the hos- 
pital division of the institution, at 
Page and Union boulevards, fol- 
lows the death Dec. 10 of Dr. Percy 
H. Swahlen, eminent obstetrician 
and gynecdlogist, who was chief of 
staff and resident physician of 
the hospital for 33 years. 

Sister Remigius, mother superior 
of the institution, declined to dis- 
cuss details of the abandonment of 
the hospital facilities, since they 
were incomplete. She said, how- 
ever, that the order would continue 
their foundling home and the home 
for elderly’ women. 

The maternity hospital, estab- 
lished in 1853, has 50 beds. It is 
supported by United Charities, Inc., 
and patients’ fees, and accepts 
white women of any nationality or 
religion. A separate department 
for the prenatal and confinement 
care of unmarried mothers, with 
charges based on the patient’s abil- 
ity to pay, is operated by the hos- 
pital, It has a capacity of 40 beds. 
The Sisters of Charity operated 
the hospital and homes at Tenth 
and Biddle streets, until 1905 
when they moved to new build- 
ings in the West End. St Ann’s 
was the ffirst’ strictly mater- 
nity hospital to be opened in St. 
Louis, and was first called St. 
Ann’s Lying-In & Foundling Hos- 
pital. 

The infants’ home cares for home- 
less, abandoned and neglected white 
Catholic children and has a capac- 
ity of 165. It also serves as a tem- 
porary home for children whose 
mothers are ill. St. Ann’s Widows’ 
Home is for white women over 65, 
without distinction as to nation- 
ality or religion, and now has a 
capacity of 90. 

Dr. Swahlen’s staff consisted of 
10 physicians and surgeons.

Born in St. Paul, Minn. and 
christened Francis Scott Key Fitz- 
gerald, he attended Princeton, 
joined the army in 1917 and be 
came a First Lieutenant. Return- 
ing, he sought a literary career in 
New York, won attention with sev- 
eral short stories, and jumped to 
prominence in 1920 with “This Side 
of Paradise,” which ushered in the 
“flaming youth” period in fiction, 
Other successes followed, such 
as “Flappers and Philosophers,” 
“The Beautiful and Damned” 
“Tales of the Jazz Age,” “The 
Great Gatsby” and “All the Sad 
Young Men.” . 

His last books were “Tender is 
the Night” (1934) and “Taps at 
Reveille” (1935). He recently fin- 
ished a script, “The Light of 
Heart,” for 20th Century-Fox 
studio. 

Ill since a heart attack seven 
weeks ago, he apparently was re- 
covering when the fatal illness 
came. He died before a physician 
could be called. 

His wife of 20 years was visiting 
her family in Montgomery, Ala. 
at the time of his death. A daugh- 
ter, Frances Scott Fitzgerald, is a 
student at Vassar.

In one way, at least, William 
Saroyan’s comedy, “The Time of 
Your Life,” can be called the peak 
of the season at the American The- 
ater. More genuine enthusiasm 
was shown by the opening audi- 
ence last night than at any open- 
ing this year. 

After eight curtain calls, Eddie 
Dowling, co-producer and co-direc- 
tor as well as leading actor of the 
play, stepped to the footlights and 
said the producers had wondered 
how: the Saroyan comedy would be 
received. Calling it “the most im- 
portant play in many years, win- 
ning all those awards and prizes,” 
Dowling said, “When we left New 
York we were in doubt about it, 
but in each of the six or seven 
towns we have visited they have 
liked it better and better. I have 
come to the conclusion that Amer- 
ica begins west of the Hudson 
River, not east of it.” 

Whether “The Time of Your 
Life” is the most important play 
in many years is a matter of opin- 
ion. But last night’s audience did 
find it fresh, alive and charming 
and intermission talk was most ap- 
proving. The comedy did win both 
the Pulitzer prize and _ Critics’ 
Circle award last spring, although 
the author rejected both. Why he 
did can be only a matter between 
him and his ego. His play is wor- 
thy and writing skill surely is his. 

Set in a San Francisco water- 
front saloon, - ith no more extraor- 
dinary happenings than might oc- 
cur in a similar joint in St. Louis, 
“The Time of Your Life” is a bold 
sketch of life as is.

Washington U. Zoology Head Will 
Take New Post Next 
Summer. 


Dr. Francis O. Schmitt, head of 
the zoology department of Wash- 
ington University, has accepted the 
appointment as professor in charge 
of the program of biological en- 
gineering at Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology, Cambridge, 
Mass., it became known yesterday. 
Dr. Schmitt will join the institute 
staff next summer. 

A specialist in the molecular ar- 
chitecture of living cells, Dr. 
Schmitt has made successful appli- 
cation of techniques of experimen- 
tal physics to biological research. 
He has studied nerve chemistry 
and physiology, tissue metabolism, 
kidney function, conduction in 
heart muscle and the structure of 
nerves and tissue cells. In these 
researches he has used X-ray dif- 
fraction, polarized hight and other 
methods of physics. 

Born in St. Louis, Dr. Schmitt 
received his A. B. from Washington 
University in 1924 and three years 
later took his doctorate there. After 
two years at California University 
as National Research Council fel- 
low, he returned to Washington as 
assistant professor of biology. He

Treating Dry

Skin 


HILDREN should not have to ‘ 


sniff. A sniff means something 

wrong in the nose and that 
means the use of a handkerchief 
promptly and effectively. The nose 
is the doorway to the lungs. 
Through the nose travels the air 
that is to keep the body alive, alert 
and active. If it is clogged, dirty 
or diseased, the body must suffer 
sickness and pain and a loss of 
power. . 

Children sniff in cold weather. 
They would rather sniff than use 
a handkerchief. No reason except 
that they are children and children 
are like that. It is bothersome to 
get at the pocket where the hand- 
kerchief is, if it is:there. Usually 
it is not. And a sniff is not im- 
portant to the child who really 
does not know he is sniffing. 

But the teacher knows he is 
sniffing. She sees and hears him. 
So does his mother and anybody 
else in his presence. His first 
sniff should be a signal for a re 
quest that he use his handker- 
chief. He is to do into privacy and 
clean the passageway of his nose. 

Paper handkerchiefs are a boon 
to all children and teachers and 
parents. The cotton handkerchief 
is not useful to a school child. It 
is soen dirty; it stays dirty, and 
it gathers more dirt as the day 
goes on. It is dropped and picked 
up and used. Instead of removing 
the cause of trouble it adds some- 
thing to it. Washing it is a chore 
that nobody likes. 

The paper handkerchief is light 
and easy to carry. A bunch of 
them will go into one pocket. They 
are cheap, so we can use plenty 
of them. Once used they go into 
the basket and are burned, never 
returned to the pocket to be the 
breeding place of countless germs 
of disease. 


The child whose nose is clean has 
a much better chance of coming 
through the winter without colds 
than the one whose nose is chocked 
up with a discharge or with ade- 
noids. Adenoids are not a part of 
the body. They do not -belong. 
When they appear they should be 
removed under the careful supervi- 
sion of your physician and a good 
surgeon. The operation is not seri- 
ous at all if the surgeon is experi- 
enced, as he must be. Get rid of 
the adenoid growth and avoid all 
the troubles that it causes, such as 
backwardness, dullness, defective 
hearing and lowered vitality. An 
adenoid growth costs too much to 
permit its staying in a child’s nose. 
Out with it promptly. 

When, tonsils are diseased the 
physician will order them out. Don’t 
wait once he gives the order. The 
passages must be clean and free if 
the child is to get enough clean air 
to live and thrive on, and there is 
no time to be lost in talking about 
the matter. Adenoids, diseased 
tonsils and running ears and sore 
throats and repeated colds are all 
of a piece. A clean nose, an open 
and healthy throat, a pair of sound 
ears, are boons of childhood that 
any child may have if ordinary care 
is exercised. 

Watch the sniffle. Supply plenty 
of paper handkerchiefs. Watch the 
breathing, the talking and swallow- 
ing, and if there is any indication 
of a blocking anywhere along the 
line have the physician look into 
the passages. The nose must be 
clean if the child is to be healthy 
and to make proper growth.

E are told that the condition 
W commonty known as “dry 

skin” is caused by the failure 
of tiny moisture and oil glands 
which are in the second layer of 
skin to function normally. This in 
turn is caused by one’s failure to 
supply the bloodstream with food 
necessary to create the protoplasm 
required to renew the skin. 


But, fortunately for us, the skin 
has a power of renewal if it is 
given sufficient nourishment and 
the proper external treatment to 
stimulate, cleanse and soften it. Its 
normal elasticity and texture may 
be restored if you resolved to give 
it the care it requires. 

Dry climates, high altitudes and 
hard water—all rob the skin of 
its moisture, while prolonged ill- 


*ness, nerve strain and undernour- 


ishment can quickly cause your 
face to look dull and aged. So all 
should be avoided if possible. 


The most important step in a 
dry skin treatment is the stimula- 
tion. You must wake up those 
lazy, inactive pores through exer- 
cise of the body and with external 
massage. With a quickened flow 
of blood to your face your skin 
will take on new beauty. 

To keep face skin nicely lubricat- 
ed we begin with the scalp. Your 
hair must be brushed daily and if 
your scalp is dry too, which is 
usually the case if your face skin 
is dry, you must keep it lubricated 
by using a pomade or tonic several 
times a week. If you want to prove 
to yourself the truth of this, feel 
y« _r skin when your scalp is thor- 
«_ghly anointed with olive oii be- 
fore a shampoo. Your skin feels 
like velvet even though you didn’t 


put a speck of oil on your face! 
Why! Well, oil travels rapidly down 
the minute crevices of the skin 
surface: So you see if you could 
keep your sc |p maturally lubricat- 
ed your face skin would not be so 
« . because any excess oil would 
flow down the face. 

When you cleanse your face do 
not handle it too gently. Give it 
a good brisk massage. Remove the 
first cream application with tissue 
and then put on a richer cream. 
Massage that well into the skin 
and slap your face briskly every 
once in a while. This second ap- 
plication of cream may be removed 
with cotton moistened in a skin 
tonic or stimulant, o. it may be 
removed with warm water (not 
hot) and a bland soap. Wither the 
tonic or rinsing water should be 
very chilled to give the pores a bit 
more of a workout, 

Until dry skin becomes naturally 
lubricated and softened, one should 
use a protective oil or cream after 
a thorough cleansing as described 
above and before going outdoors in 
cold weather. 

Finding the most satisfactory 
protective formula is not easy. 
There are lovely refined oils, fluffy 
creams, richer heavier creams and 
lotions from which to select. Some 
women, though, resort to a heated 
drop of olive, mineral or almond 
oil as a protective base, simply be- 
cause they cannot find the perfect 
commercial formula. But unless 
your skin is too dry and to sensi- 
tive the chances are that one of 
the make-up base mixturer will 
suit your skin to a T, and by ask- 
ing the aid of a competent sales 
girl at a cosmetic counter you may 
be wisely aided.

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Nutritional | 
Advantages 
Of Tomatoes

HE tomato has high nutritional 

value. It is universally liked and 

palatable to most people, and it 
is adaptable to use in different 
forms such as soups, salads, vege- 
tables and is often used as a sauce 
for meat. 

The most important nutritional 
advantages of the tomato .consist 
in its vitamin content. It has as 
high Vitamin C (anti-scurvy) as 
orange juice. Canned tomato juice 
can be used instead of orange juice 
for infant feeding. 

It has also been found that the 
tomato contains good amounts of 
Vitamin Bl, which everybody seems 
to be anxious to obtain nowadays, 
so much so that they are talking 
about adding it to standard food 
products, such as -bread. Since you 
can get plenty of it in the tomato 
there is no use introducing it arti- 
ficially into white flour. A prom- 
inent dietary authority says that 
tomatoes may be regarded, from a 
nutritional standpoint, ag one of the 
most palatable solutions of the 
three vitamins. He referred to A, 
Bl, and C. 

Recent research has shown that 
tomatoes contain appreciable quan- 
tities of Vitamin G, now known as 
riboflavin. Most of the~ vitamins 
of the tomato are contained in the 


pulp. 


What can % , BR for the so- 
ealled spider or sky rocket marks 
on the skin? 

These are due to small veins 
which have dilated. They are 
found sometimes on the fdce, and 
almost invariably on the legs 
which have varicose veins. They 
are difficult to treat but cause lit- 
tle trouble. Dermatologists have 
found that when the fine dilata- 
tions converge towards a central 
point, this may be entered with a 
small needle, which destroys the 
entire pattern.

How do you keep glass eyes 
from becoming frosted in cold 
weather? 

This problem affecting an unfor- 
tunate minority, is something like 
windshield frosting trouble. Dur- 
ing cold weather, the secretions 
tend to dry and harden on the 
glass eye, causing irritation. 

The eye can be dipped in a solu- 
tion. The solution must not irri- 
tate the eye socket nor have any 
deleterious effect on the glass eye, 
nor have an offensive odor. Such 
a solution, recommended by a high 
authority, is boric acid, glycerine 
and distilled water, in equal quan- 
tities. This can be dropped in the 
eye socket, rubbed into the skin, 
and the glass eye can be dipped 
into it without harm.

OCOANUT fingers’ probably 

will be the simplest cookies you 

ever made. They are, funda- 
mentally, bread—stale bread, if you 
like—and the important thing 
about them is their icing, which 
consists of condensed milk and 
cocoanut, in which they are rolled. 
The condensed milk adds both 
sweetness and moisture, so be sure 
you use real sweetened condensed 
milk. Even with added sugar, 
evaporated milk is not the same 
thing. By shopping around you 
can buy condensed milk for as lit- 
tle as 12 cents a can. You'll find 
that these “cookies” keep well, be- 
coming crisper as they stand. 


Cocoanut Fingers. 
Four slices day-old white bread, 
one-half cup sweetened condensed 


milk and three-fourths cup cocoa- 
nut. 

Cut crusts from slices of bread 
and cut each slice into four strips. 
Dip each strip of bread into con- 
densed milk and then into cocoa- 
nut coating all four sides. Place 
on a greased cookie sheet and 
bake in a moderately slow oven 
(325 degrees Fahrenheit) for 10 to 
15 minutes or until delicately 
browned, Remove from the bak- 
ing sheet at once. Ground nuts 
may be used with or in place of the 
cocoanut. Makes 16°’fingers.

The bidding: 
West 


Pass 

As may be seen, both North and 
South bid vigorously, to say the 
least, South’s voluntary spade rebid 
over the four hearts being particu- 
larly questionable. Nevertheless, 
perfect handling of his resources 
would have led declarer to victory. 

West opened the heart ace, which 
dummy ruffed. Declarer saw that 
he would have to lose two club 
tricks and at least one diamond, un- 
less the latter could be discarded 
on one of dummy’s established 
clubs. He felt that the best way 
to go about club establishment was 
to lead up to the Q—10—9, hoping 
to find the jack in West’s hand, but 
he completely lost sight of the fact 
that entering his own hand would 
cost him an invaluable time unit. 

He led to the diamond king, and 
returned a club to dummy’s nine, 
West playing low. East won with 
the jack, and promptly laid down 
the diamond queen, forcing out 
dummy’s ace. On the subsequent 
club lead by declarer, West had 
merely to cash the diamond jack 
for the setting trick. 

Here was a case in which declarer 
should have sacrificed the idea of 
leading up to honor combinations 
for the more important factor of 
saving time. After ruffing the 
first heart in dummy, the only 
propitious play was to lead a club 
from the dummy’s long suit. Against 
this play there could be no suc- 
cessful defense. East, on winning 
the trick, could not return a dia- 
mond without sacrificing his side's 
diamond trick. A trump return 
would merely permit the lead. of a 
second club by declarer and the 
sure establishment of the suit. A 
heart return wolud be ruffed in 
dummy, a second club led, the dum- 
my’s two remaining entries, the 
diamond ace and spade queen, 
would insure that the club suit 
could, first, be ruffed out and 
later reached for cashing. 

It would have been equally fatal 
for declarer to have returned to his 
hand with a trump in order to lead 
up to the clubs, because in that 
event East would win and lead an- 
other trump. Then, on winning the 
second club lead, the defenders 
could cash a heart for the setting 
trick.

Why Do We Call Nova Scotians 

Bluenoses? 

In his “The Clockmaker or Say- 
ings and Doings of Samuel Slick of 
Slickville,” published in 1837, Thom- 
as Chandler Haliburton, beloved 
jurist, author, poet and native of 
the land of Evangeline, has his 
chief character say: 

“Pray, sir,” said one of my fellow 
passengers, “can you tell me the 
reason why the Nova Scotians are 
called Bluenoses?” 

“It is the name of a potato,” said 
I, “which they produce in the 
greatest perfection, anf boast to be 
the best in the world. The Ameri- 
cans have, in consequence, given 
them the nickname of Blue Noses.” 

That this work helped greatly to 
popularize the cognomer Bluenose, 
first for the inhabitants of Nova 
Scotia and later -for those who 
hailed from its neighboring prov- 
inces of New Brunswick and Prince 
Edward Island, there can be no 
doubt. 

The name was not original with 
Haliburton, however. 

For some time before this usage, 


New England and in common use 
there for Nova Scotians, from 
whom the Yankees imported great 
amounts of the Acadian spud, one 
end of which, peculiarly, was dis- 
tinctly bluish, and on that account 
inspired for the staple the nickname 
Bluenose, subsequently applied to 
the people from the North.
